Cash payments aro accepted only at

the collector's main offlco; If sent by
mall, they are at tho sender's risk.

Residents ot Nebraska should file
their returns with, and make payments
of Income Tax to, George L. Loomls,
Collector of Internal "Re venue, Omaha,
Neb.

Thoco who must file returns but
have hot done so are warned that tho
reveauo law imposes heavy penalties
for failure to get returns In oa time or
to uiake.paymeats oa time.
